"jumB. i6yu after foriie days abfence from home, putting 
the GloW'Worm into an Urinal of white Glafs at 9 a clock at 
night, (he crawled nimbly in ir, and extended her felf be- 
yond an ordinary length 3 yet her fhining not fo clearjas in her 
box when opened ; Putting the urinal into the water forabouc 
4 an hour, it gave a very delightful irradiation of the water. 
When this light Teemed wholly extin(3:, although flie was in 
motion, if Ideprcffcdiheurinal into the water, till the bot- 
tom almoft touched the bottom of the bafon, I could (upon 
looking ia at the top of the urinal) fee a very fair light, but 
upon lifting the glafs out of the water, I could difcern very 
little fhining ; Then putting her into her box , fhe did in

NB» Thefe laft three days, flie lay 
eontinually upon her back with her legs contradted, except 
only the time mentioned June 1 5 of my pricking her* I am 
afraid to conclude her dead. June 1 6, having been informed by 
M.Th.Hallebeck^ of Cald ISlirft&n near Meltan Mawbury, that he 
kept a glow-worm near 6 months in his parlour window,which 
would foraetimes feem dead for many days together (if I 
miftake not, he faid weekj) and afterwards walk and fliine 
both.However I fhould be infinitely obliged to any one for fa- 
vouring me with the chara(3;eriftick note of a GIovi'. worm's 
being ^ead 24 hours before her fliining ceafed, that I might 
know when to conclude one dead in good earneft 5 for I am 
ptomifed in a little time fome ftock of thefe Infe<fls, which, ! 
hope, may give the advantage of further and more fteady ob- 
fervations,
